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The 1928 Issue of The 
Stamps of Cyprus 


By Dr. Walter B. Stewart 


STUDY of the 1928 
issue of the stamps of 
4ex| Cyprus, commemora- 
| tive of the 50 years of 
i} control of Cyprus by 
Great Britain, leads 
directly to a resume 
of the history of the island. Cy- 
prus is the third largest island in 
the Mediterranean, located in its 
north-eastern corner, not far from 
the shores of Turkey. The name 
Cyprus is derived from the Latin 
word cuprum, meaning copper, be- 
cause of the large deposits of this 
mineral on the island. The 1% 
pi stamp shows a map of the is- 
land, with the names of its six dis- 
tricts: Nicosia, Limasol, Larnaca, 
Famagusta, Kyremia and Paphos. 
Each district has a capital of sim- 
ilar name, except that Paphos has 
Ktima as its capital. Mt. Olym- 
pus, which is also shown on the 
map, is one of a group of moun- 
tains which reach a height of over 
6000 feet. The greatest length of 
the island is 140 miles and its 
greatest width 60 miles. It has a 
population of 300,000, of whom 
one-quarter are Mohammedan and 
three-quarters are Greek, etc. Ag- 
riculture is the chief industry. 


Cyprus has been at the cross- 
roads of civilization because of its 
proximity to the Egyptians to the 
south, the Babylonians and Phoe- 
nicians to the east, the Turks to 
the north, and the Greeks and 
Romans to the west. At some time 
or other during its history it has 
been under the control of each of 
these groups. The first traces of 
culture in Cyprus date from the 
bronze age, about 3000 B. C. Little 
is known of this early period, until 
in 1500 B. C. we find Thothmes of 
Egypt in control. The influence of 





colonists from Greece and from 
Phoenicia can be clearly discerned. 
One of the ancient Greek cities 
was Amathus, on the southern 
coast of Cyprus, just east of Lim- 
asol. But as early as 1191 A. D. 
it had been almost deserted and 
today only a few ruins remain. A 
silver coin found among these ruins 
is shown on the % pi stamp. 

In 709 B. C. the hosts of Assyria 
descended and conquered. During 
the next few centuries conquests 
by one power after another oecur- 
red: in 560 B. C. by Amasis of 
Egypt, in 525 B. C. by Cambyses 
of Persia, in 333 B. C. by Alex- 
ander the Great, and in 323 B. C. 
by Ptolemy I of Egypt. In 342 B.C. 
before Alexander the Great had 
taken possession of the Island, 
Zeno was born in Citium, one of 
the ancient Cyprian cities now 
called Sarnaca. Later he became 
famous as the founder of the Stoic 
school of philosophy, advocating 
contentment and moderation in 
everything, and unperturbed sub- 
mission to the divine will. His 
profile appears on the 1 pi stamp. 

Cyprus fell into the hands of 
Rome in 58 B. C., where it re- 
mained, later as a member of the 
Eastern Empire, for the following 
7 centuries. About 477 A. D. oc- 
curred the incident depicted on the 
2% pi stamp, viz., the discovery 
on an island near Salamis of the 
tomb of Barnabas, one of the 
Christian apostles. He was born in 
Cyprus, worked with Paul and 
Mark, and died a martyr about 80 
A. D. His tomb contained the sup- 
posed original of the gospel of St. 
Matthew. He was the founder of 
the Church of Cyprus and also of 
the first Christian community at 
Antioch. 


A series of invasions by the 
Arabs began in 632 A. D. and con- 
tinued for 3 centuries, after which 
Byzantine influences grew more 
prominent. In 1132 A. D. an inde- 
pendent prince, Comnenus by name, 
assumed control, but was over- 
thrown nine years later by Rich- 
ard I of England in the third cru- 
sade, the Coeur de Lion whose 
statue we see on the 18 pi stamp. 
At Limasol, Richard was married 
in 1191. Two architectural mas- 
terpieces of this period of conquest 
by the Franks are reproduced in 
the 4 pi and the 45 pi stamps, viz., 
the monastery at Bella Pais, and 
the cathedral of St. Nicholas at 
Famagusta (now called the mosque 
of St. Sophia). In 1489 Venice 
became the ruling power and held 
the upper hand until they were 
expelled from the island in 1571 
by the Turks after a vigorous de- 
fense of Famagusta which lasted 
for 11 months. One of the Turk- 
ish architectural contributions is 
shown on the 9 pi stamp, the hos- 
pice of Umm Haram, who was 
nurse to Mohammed, at Sarnaca. 

In June, 1878, Turkey ceded 
control of Cyprus to Great Brit- 
ain, though still nominally in pos- 
session of the island, for which 
Great Britain paid an annual sub- 
sidy of 92,800 pounds to Turkey. 
This transfer which occurred fifty 
years ago is commemorated in this 
set of stamps. On the outbreak of 
the World War in 1914 Cyprus was 
annexed by Great Britain and be- 
came formally a part of her em- 
pire. 

On the 6 pi. stamp, showing the 
badge of the colony, are the two 
gold lions which Richard Coeur de 
Lion wore on his banners of con- 
quest.

Bids for the complete stock are 
being asked by the minister of 
Foreign Affairs, terms strictly cash 
on delivery. We have noticed this 
spoken of as a “vast flood of 
stamps” in contemporary journals, 
and deplored as tending to make 
this country unpopular.

The I. O. P. S. was organized 
to promote cooperation; study and 
collection of the odd, unusual and 
rare cancels of the world; and to 
enable collectors to add to their 
collections at minimum expense. 

Dues $1.00 per year. Bulletins 
sent to all members supplying 
stamped envelopes for same. For 
application blank address the Secre- 
tary-Treasurer. 

An interesting feature of post- 
mark collecting is the certainty of 
the unexpected. 

When you order stamps from a 
dealer, you know what to expect. 
When they arrive you have some- 
thing that is duplicated in many 
collections. 

When you send for covers for 
cancels, you don’t know what you'll 
get till you get it. If the cover isa 
disappointment, that’s all in the 
game. Sometimes they never come 
back. 

If the cover returns with a clear 
postmark in color, or with a second 
cancel on the face, yes, that hap- 
pens, or with an R. P. O. or other 
backstamp, well, what will you 
take for it? 

Stick on an extra stamp or two, 
so the mail clerk will wonder what 
it’s all about and if he doesn’t 
understand stamp collecting, he’ll 
probably add another backstamp. 

An unusual collection is com- 
posed of so-called “left hand” re- 
turns. Covers undelivered and re- 
turned to the writer. 

There is much variety in the 
colors of the various “unclaimed” 
cancels, red, orange, green, black, 
and this is practically the only in- 
stance where the P. O. D. allows 
the use of colored ink in canceling 
machines. 

Many of the covers were sent 
from offices using colored post- 
marks, and with commemorative 
stamps and colored unclaimed can- 
cels they present a rather dizzy 
effect. 

Most of them were addressed 
care of General Delivery, though a 
few carry a street address, which 
of course wasn’t there. All have 
their owner’s post office box num- 
ber in upper left corner. 








GLEN ALLEN, VA. STAR

A collector has had covers re- 
turned to him from Mexico, Cuba 
and Canada. Addresses his wife, 
where he wishes she were, and has 
his cover returned full of back- 
stamps. 

A Hartford collector sidelines in 
collecting types of postmarks from 
his home town. He has more than 
twenty different types, in use since 
1832, many on envelopes with reply 
cards of out-of-existence firms and 
hotels. 

A Charleston collector specializes 
in cancels on Charleston commem- 
oratives. No such chance for most 
of us, but fine for the Pulaskis. 
While no first day covers were offi- 
cially issued from any of the Pulas- 
kis, enthusiastic collectors mailed 
covers from several offices of that 
name, as well as from a number of 
other offices. Am told that a num- 
ber were issued from ships. 

Hosea, Ky., Lula, Okla., and Mol- 
lie, N. C., were among the offices 
discontinued last month. 

Among recent provisional can- 
cels, due to burning of postoffice, 
are Henton, IIl., burnt last summer, 
used combination pen and dater 
cancel: Boulder, Wyoming, burnt 
Dec. 16, used rubber stamp with 
word “canceled” in block type: 
Sherrill, Ark., burnt Jan. 21, used 
pen cancel. a 

Collectors of naval cancels will 
be interested in the order of the 
Secretary of the Navy, as of Feb. 
19, assigning names to the V type 
submarines, formerly known by 
numbers. 

The V-1 becomes the Barracuda; 
V-2, Bass; V-3, Bonita; V-4 Argo- 
naut; V-5, Narwhal; V-6, Nautilus; 
V-7, Dolphin; V-8, Cachalot; V-9, 
Cuttlefish. 

These were authorized by act of 
Aug. 29, 1916. The first six are in 
commission, the last three not ap- 
propriated for. 

First day covers of the V-6, is- 
sued through the North Bay Stamp 
Club, Mr. Roy H. Sherman, Secre- 
tary, Vallejo, California, have 
brought a price in excess of five 
dollars. 

One collector has fifty covers 
from one of the V ships, mostly 
with different blocks of four. He 
was hoping he was about through 
with that ship, so he could start 
on another one. Now he’ll have to 
begin all over again. 

A bulletin of Feb. 16th lists 146 
ships as out of commission, among 
them the battleship Florida, which 
went out of commission on that 
date. Last day covers were issued 
from the Florida, canceled with 
rubber hand stamp, with words 
“last day in commission” between 
bars of killer. Also a few covers 
were issued with printed cachet, 
giving dates of commissioning and 
decommissioning and autographed 
by the commander of the ship and 
by the navy mail clerk. 

When the Charleston stamp was 
issued, April 10, 1930, first day 
covers, with special ship cachet,

were mailed from the Florida, 
which was at Charleston at the 
time. 

Covers with first day cachet 
were also mailed from Charleston 
to the Florida, and backstamped 
upon arrival on the ship. 

The Florida used a machine flag 
cancel, as well as a rubber hand 


stamp. 

She is the thirty-second_ battle- 
ship to pass out of service, the first, 
with the exception of the Maine, 
being the San Marcos, ex-Texas, 
stricken Oct. 11, 1911 

Seventeen battleships are now 
in commission. The Utah, Wyom- 
ing and Arkansas are the oldest, 
and will probably be the next to be 
decommissioned. 

All seventeen have their original 
names, except the New Mexico, 
which, prior to March 22, 1916, 
was the California. 

At this writing, March 1st, the 
converted yacht Niagara is to be 
decommissioned March 3d, the de- 
stroyer King on March 10th. 

Among others later are the 
cruiser Pittsburg, formerly flagship 
of the Asiatic Fleet and the mine- 
layer —— flagship of Mine 
Squadron 1 

The Mayflower i is scheduled to be 
recommissioned at some time in 
the future. 

The cruiser Chicago is to be com- 
missioned March 9th, at Mare Is- 
land Navy Yard. A cachet will be 
issued through the North Bay 
Stamp Club. 

The last Postal Guide, July, 1930, 
pages 223-225, lists the naval ves- 
sels having mail service on that 
date, with their mail addresses. 

The Navy Directory, issued quar- 
terly, 25c, Supt. of Documents, 
Washington, D. C., also mail ad- 
dresses of ships in commission. 

The New York Times, New 
York Herald-Tribune, Los Angeles 
Times and San Francisco Ex- 
aminer, under ship news, give loca- 
tion of naval vessels from time to 
time; also the U. S. Navy Weekly, 
Philadelphia; but probably the 
surest way to reach them is 
through addresses in guide or di- 
rectory.

PHILATELIC PUBLICITY 





The recent clever dramatization 
of Captain A. C. Townsend’s story 
“After 43 Years’, originally pub- 
lished in LINN’S WEEKLY, has 
given some excellent publicity for 
the hobby in Chicago. This play- 
let was produced before two par- 
ent-teachers associations and later 
before the Junior Stamp Club 
sponsored by Carson Pirie Scott 
& Co. A total of about two thou- 
sand children and adults had thus 
brought to them in vivid form the 
charm of stamp collecting. Both 
Captain Townsend and LINN’S 
WEEKLY were given full credit 
by announcements at each perfor- 
mance, and as these performances 
were give free of charge it reached 
a much larger number than could 
a paid-admission show. 

Another superficially excellent 
bit of philatelic publicity has come 
to our attention in the well-written 
article “A Royal Hobby” by Wal- 
lace V. Plummer, which appeared 
in the February, 1931, number of 
the “Journal of the Outdoor Life’, 
a magazirie published by the Na- 
tional Tuberculosis Association. It 
is a most readable article, and 
both clear and concise in expound- 
ing the attractiveness of stamp- 
collecting. But it falls flat in the 
end because it is so .patently a 
plugger for certain stamp com- 
panies whose wares are described 
and priced in detail as the ideal 
means of starting a stamp collec- 
tion. This kind of article, good as 
it undoubtedly is, should pay full 
advertising rates rather than mas- 
querade under the name of pure 
reading matter.

He even went so far as to 
issue stamps and coins bearing the 
likeness of “King Harman” on the 
coins and the puffin, which is the 
national bird of Lundy, on the 
stamps. 

But a Devonshire magistrate 
failed to see the matter in the same 
light as Harman and fined him $25 
for violating the coinage act of 
Great Britain. Harman went to 
London, where he is well known

as a financier, and appealed the 
case to the Court of King’s Bench. 
“Who is the sovereign of Lundy?” 
asked the judge. “I am”, replied 
Harman. It was no use, however, 
for the high court sustained the 
Devonshire magistrate and en- 
joined Harman from issuing any 
more coins.
